Councilor Joseph Langone, and at that point, they for¬ 
mulated an idea for the Sister City Commission and 
presented it to former Mayor Christopher C. Johnson. 

“We proceeded from there and in 1997, Agawam’s 
Sister City Commission was officially up and running," 
Euliano said. 

Euliano went on to say this is the first phase in 
internship program and we want this to be a “truly 
American experience" for Miss Coppolino. 

“First of all, I love this country,” Miss Coppolino 
said. “Second, [this internship] can benefit a possible 
job someday working in government.” 

Miss Coppolino said this is her first time in America 
and she hopes her experience will help her to learn 
about another culture. 

“Everyone has been very kind and sweet,” Miss 
Coppolino said. 

“\ want the true American experience and I want to 
learn the style of life in America,” Miss Coppolino said. 
“I want to learn everything about America.” 

“Hopefully it is the first event in a long line of events 
to come in collaboration with Reggio Calabria,” 
Euliano said. 

“I think this experience opens up a hole new world 
to Marina and what our lifestyle is like,” Mrs. Marzano 
said. 

Euliano credits City Councilor and Sister City 
Commission member Anthony Bonavita for his “instru¬ 
mental” efforts in the development of the internship 
program. 

“This is actually the third phase of the internship 
program,” Bonavita said. “The first phase was choos¬ 
ing a sister city with their accepting of the idea and the 
second phase included their group coming here and 
our group going there.” 

Reggio Calabria sent a three-member delegation to 
Agawam last October and a 26-member group of 


Agawam residents traveled there in May. 

Bonavita said he wants this to be a positive experi¬ 
ence for both the Agawam as well as Reggio commu¬ 
nities. 

“I am looking forward to learning from [Marina] and 
having her learn from us,” Bonavita added. “It’s like a 
two-way street and a give and take relationship. 

“This is a good experience for everyone involved in 
the internship program and we will all learn a lot from 
each other,” Bonavita said. 

“We have great support from both communities and 
public officials,” Bonavita said. 

Mrs. Marzano said she hopes to gain a wonderful 
friend and learn more about the Italian culture through 
exchange of ideas during Miss Coppolino’s time in her 
home. 

“I have wanted to take in an exchange student for 
years but I have a very large family and I was very 
involved in the real estate business," Mrs. Marzano 
said. "Now, I’m not as involved in real estate and it is 
easier for me to devote my time."

bill passed by 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announe the passage by the 
Massachusetts Senate recently of a bill creating the 
crime of aggravated assault. 

It was approved with a unanimous vote of 35-0. 
This new bill will increase the fines and jail sentences 
for more serious assaults while standardizing the 
penalty for different degrees of assault and battery. 

“It’s unfair that a criminal can cause serious per¬ 
manent damage or endanger someone’s life and only 
receive a punishment for simple assault and battery. 
This bill will establish the proper punishment for such 
severe crimes,” Melconian stated. 

Cases like that of Paul Foisey highlight the need for 
the legislation. The Framingham man was assaulted 
on his front steps and he suffered shattered cheek¬ 
bones, severe, uncorrectable nerve damage, and 
endured extensive reconstructive surgery. 


Mass. Senate 

Although his attacker had caused him permanent 
injury, he could only be charged with simple assault 
and battery, a misdemeanor. 

Aggravated assault would include anyone who 
commits assault and battery that causes serious bod¬ 
ily harm, against a pregnant women, or upon some¬ 
one who has a restraining, vacate, or no-contact order 
against the assailant. 

The penalty for the new crime will be a maximum of 
five years and 15 years for assault with a weapon. It 
will also carry a fine of $5,000 and $10,000 if commit¬ 
ted with a dangerous weapon. 

Fines and prison sentences would also be 
increased for simple assault and battery. 

“We must ensure that people like Paul will see jus¬ 
tice,” said Melconian, “and those that commit such 
heinous crimes receive the appropriate punishment."

Games & Lanes owner asks to 
be treated the same as others 

To the Editor: 

I believe the time has come to clear the record per¬ 
taining to an incident in our parking lot (Games & 
Lanes) which happened two years ago. 

Since that incident, I have been told I may no 
longer ask the children in our schools to bring home a 
flyer telling children about our bowling programs. The 
Superintendent said no company would be able to 
use this vehicle for making the children aware. 

One week later, a flyer was sent home through the 
students by a local real estate company. Three days 
later, a flyer was sent via students for a local karate 
school enlisting students to purchase their program. 

You, as parents, can verify the numerous flyers 
which have been approved by the Superintendent’s 
office. 

Another swipe at Games & Lanes is Perry Lane 
Camp, whose campers had come here on rainy days 
in the summer. This practice stopped and the children 
were bussed to Riverdale Lanes in West Springfield, 
which does not have auto-scoring or bumpers on all 
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lanes. 

I am the payer of taxes to send these kids to West 
Springfield and I protest. 

The 125 children who bowled in my after-school 
program no longer bowl here immediately following 
the report written by this newspaper. I was never 
asked to report the other side of this story (the irue 
story). 

The incident involved my son, Christopher, and my 
manager, Michael Halpy, and the Agawam Police 
detectives. My son and Michael were severely beaten 
and required hospital treatment on an ongoing basis. 
The charges brought by the city against my son and 
Mike were all found to be NOT GUILTY by a court of 
law and a jury of 12. The police then charged me and 
Games & Lanes with two violations of my permit. The 
judge found us both NOT GUILTY. 

My son, who worked for me for five years, had to 
leave me because of his fear of retaliation by the city 
and police. Chris has moved from Agawam for the 
same reason. 

Another fact is that police officers who came here 
often with their families, no longer do so. Was this 
because of their instructions not to enter Games & 
Lanes unless they are called for an emergency? I 
believe this to be true. 

I remember seven years ago when I spoke to 
Mayor Chris Johnson and told him that I was going to 
mortgage my home and use our savings to build this 
place for all children to have a place to have FUN. 

All I am asking for is to be allowed to operate my 
business as others are allowed to do.

Melconian helps 
town by improving 
gaming laws 

Senate Majority Leader Lina J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce the success of 
charitable gaming, including bingo and raffles, and 
the new regulations enacted to help increase prize 
money. This past year, Agawam charities received 
over $14,557 through charitable gaming. 

"These new guidelines allow charitable organiza¬ 
tions to offer more attractive jackpots for fundraising 
activies like bingo, raffles and bazaars, in order to 
increase attendance and boost revenue. The addi¬ 
tional revenue will help fund education, youth sports, 
senior citizens organizations, and various other pro¬ 
grams that benefit the community,’’ Melconian stated. 

Many Massachusetts’ organizations and communi¬ 
ties rely upon the $26 million that is raised annually 
across the Commonwealth. However, donations and 
attendance to these fundraising events have been on 
the decline in recent years. These new gaming laws 
will allow organizations to attract more participants 
through providing bigger prizes and offering more 
exciting games. 

"These games are not only a valuable source of 
income for many charities, but have also provided an 
exciting form of entertainment enjoyed by many mem¬ 
bers of the community," commented Melconian. 

Some changes to bingo include bonus cards, 
increased game prizes of up to $100, special games 
of up to $500, and 50/50 games up to $1,200.

Jessica Saimeri of Agawam raises funds for police dog vests 


Young Jessica Saimeri of Agawam has been busy. 

She read a story about a police dog gunned down 
in the line of duty. She found a website called “Vest-A- 
Dog,” a non-profit corporation formed in June 1999 
committed to provide bulletproof vests to law enforce¬ 
ment dogs throughout the country through fundraising 
programs or by direct donations. 

Vest-A-Dog was founded by an 11-year-old girl 
named Stephanie Taylor who read about Solo, a New 
Jersey police dog killed in the line of duty. 

The Associated Humane Society of New Jersey 
had raised money to vest their police dogs, known as 
K-9’s, so Stephanie set out to raise enough money to 
“Vest-A-Dog” named Tiko, the Oceanside, California 
K-9 partner of Officer Jim Wall.

accept bullet-proof vests for their K-9’s. Officer 
Thomas Price’s K-9, “Shaiza,” was the first to be 
granted this lifesaving gift. He and Officer Mark Cote 
arranged to give a demonstration of the skills learned 
by these K-9’s. 

Shortly before the 2000-2001 school year came to 
a close, Officer Price, Officer Cote, and “Shaiza” of the 
West Springfield Police visited the Agawam Middle 
School playground and gave a presentation of 
“Shaiza’s’’ intelligence, skills, obedience, and loyalty. 

One episode in this demonstration consisted of a 
mock attack on Officer Price, “ Shaiza’s ” partner. Even 
though she knew the “attacker,” played by Officer 
Cote, “Shaiza’s” response was impressive as she 
grabbed his arm and aggressively attacked to protect 
her beloved partner, Officer Price. 

Thick protective gear was worn by the “attacker,” 
but in a real-life situation, these dogs make formidable 
opponents. Many German shepherds like “Shaiza" 
are given commands in German. That is because they 
are bred in Germany and learn their commands as 


puppies from citizens of that country. 

“Shaiza" is a beautiful German sheperd who obvi¬ 
ously adores her partner (and it’s mutual). 

After the demonstration, Jessica presented 
"Shaiza” with her vest. Jessica has rustled up enough 
money to outfit West Springfield’s K-9 unit with the 
vests and has just two dogs to go on the Springfield 
Police Department’s K-9 unit. 

Jessica told us, “I was surprised to learn from 
Agawam Officer John Field that the Agawam Police 
Department once had a K-9 unit and that one of the K- 
9’s took a bullet for his partner.” 

That would be “Rags,” the K-9 partner of Officer 
Norman Nardi, who founded Agawam’s K-9 unit in 
1978. Nardi took the unit from a one-man, one-dog 
operation to a four-man, six-dog operation by the 
early 1980s. “Rags” was also a German sheperd.

Harvesting Tea Tree Olio.. 

Last week, I wrote about Tea Tree Oil, its uses, and 
origination.

Stories 
were told of a magical lagoon into which tea tree 
leaves had fallen and the local tribe bathed in the nat¬ 
urally created bath.

Careless smoking 
habits equal fire

One of the most common causes of deaths in 
home fires is careless smoking. It has been estimat¬ 
ed that 35 percent of all home fire deaths (about 
1,500 a year) and 17 percent of all home fire injuries 
are caused by cigarette fires. 

Over $300 million in property is lost in these fires. 
The Agawam Fire Department recommends that the 
following special precautions be taken to avoid a cig¬ 
arette fire: 

* Provide large, deep ashtrays for smokers.

* The combination of smoking and drinking alcohol 
can be fatal. Keep an eye on those individuals in that 
condition.

Prayed 

Lord, teach us to pray, as John also taught his disciples. —Luke 11:1

We usually ask an expert to give us the best he or she has to offer. When 
we're with a successful banker, we ask how to invest our money wisely. 
Jesus' disciples asked Him, "Teach us to pray" (Luke 11:1). 


Because prayer was central to Jesus' ministry, He wanted it to be vital in 
theirs. So He responded by giving them what Christians call "The Lord's 
Prayer." Actually, the prayer is misnamed, for Jesus Himself could not 
have prayed it. As the Son of God, without sin, He could not join in the 
petition, "Forgive us our sins" (v.4). The prayer should be labeled "The 
Disciples' Prayer." It can serve us in the same way that an outline serves a 
minister when he preaches a sermon. It guides us as we pray. 

The prayer opens with an address to God: "Father." Then follow two major 
sections. First, we are to worship Him as King and talk to Him about His 
kingdom (Luke 11:2). Second, we are to speak to the Father about out¬ 
place in His family—our need for provision, pardon, and protection (vv.3-

Jesus teaches about prayer... 

Have you ever prayed for something, but what you 
prayed for didn’t happen? If so, then you are in the 
vast majority of people. If not, you are either almost 
virtually unique, or you’ve never prayed. That’s 
because just about every one of us has been disap¬ 
pointed about prayer. 

Usually, when something doesn’t work the way we 
think it should, we look at the other person, or the 
thing involved. We rarely look at ourselves. 
Interesting, isn’t it? We just have an automatic ten¬ 
dency to blame something, or somebody, other than 
ourselves when things don’t go as we want or expect 
them to. That happens even when the "other some¬ 
body” is God. 

Maybe, just maybe, we might want to involve our¬ 
selves a little more in the question of why our prayers 
sometimes go seemingly unheeded. It is appropriate 
to describe prayers which "don’t work” as seemingly 
unheeded rather than as simply unheeded, because 
God always answers prayer. Our disappointments 
arise because sometimes God’s answer to our prayer 
is "No." 

We might think it is somehow unfair for God to say 
“No” to any of our prayers, particularly if we limit our 
requests to things which really are important to us. 
However, God may still choose to decline our request. 
He may choose to decline our request if, in His opin¬ 
ion, to grant us an affirmative answer would be bad 
for us, or contrary to His will for our lives. 

There is a way to increase the chances that God 
will grant us affirmative answers to our prayers. 
Betcha that got your attention! Well, it is not neces¬ 
sarily that easy. The way we can increase our 
chances of God saying "Yes" rather than “No” to our 
prayer requests is to pray according to His will. Simply 
stated, pray that God’s will would be done in our lives. 

We’re certainly not the first people who realized 
that they could do with an improvement in having their 
prayers answered affirmatively. One day Jesus was 
praying in a certain place. When He finished, one 
of His disciples said to Him, "Lord, teach us to 
pray, just as John taught his disciples." It is inter¬ 
esting that Jesus’ disciple was impressed with the 
way John the Baptist had taught his disciples to pray. 
Perhaps John had taught them to speak with God in, 
for lack of a better term, a “normal way." Perhaps 
Jesus’ disciple was only familiar with saying prayers, 
rather than actually praying. There is a difference. 

When people say prayers, it is usually the act of 
saying previously written statements of prayer. It is 
not terribly unlike reciting the Pledge of Allegiance. 
We can do that without thinking, or without focusing 
on what is being said. We can recite prayers just as 
mindlessly. Or, just as unproductively, we can reduce 
our prayers to the equivalent of a wish list. 

To really pray, rather than to say prayers, is to 
speak with God, not at Him. Jesus said to them, 
"When you pray, say: ‘Our Father in heaven, hal¬ 
lowed be Your name. May Your kingdom come. 
May Your will be done, on earth, as it is in heaven. 
Give us each day our daily bread. Forgive us our 
sins, for we also forgive everyone who sins 
against us. And lead us not into temptation, but 
deliver us from the evil one. 

Some people can easily make the mistake of turn¬ 
ing what has come to be known as “The Lord’s 
Prayer" into one of those previously written state¬ 
ments of prayer which are virtually useless. However, 
we can use the Lord’s Prayer as a guide for prayer, 
which can be fruitful for us. 

Notice first that Jesus said, "When you pray...” 
He didn’t say “if,” but “when.” If we want our prayers 
answered affirmatively, we should be steady visitors 
to the Throne Room of Grace, by prayer. Believe it or 
not, God likes to hear from us between problems, as 
well as during them!

Secondly, Jesus called God " Our Father in heav¬ 
en." Some of us have had fathers who were less 
than perfect, and so referring to God as “Father” 
might be challenging. However, God is the perfect 
Father for each of us, loving us perfectly. He is the 
source of all wisdom. The Bible tells us the Spirit of 
God prompts us to call out "Abba, Father!", which 
means “Daddy God.” 

Thirdly, Jesus went on to advise us to say, “May 
Your kingdom come, may Your will be done, on 
earth as it is in heaven." Here it is particularly dan¬ 
gerous to mouth the words, without engaging our 
minds or our hearts. We’d be well off to say, “May 
Your kingdom come and may Your will be done, in my 
life, as it is in heaven.”

Question: I am confused as to which county in 
Massachusetts I must file my complaint for divorce. I 
left my husand in our Boston apartment and moved to 
Springfield to stay with my parents. We were married 
in Northampton. Can I file for divorce in Springfield? 

Answer: Venue is the operative word. In divorce 
cases, venue means the division of the Probate and 
Family court in which the action should be com¬ 
menced and determined. The answer is contained in 
Mass. General Laws Chapter 208, Section 6, which 
deals with venue. 

There are 14 counties in Massachusetts. Each 
county has its own Probate Court. Your question 
deals with three separate counties - Springfield is in 
HampdenCounty; Northampton is in Hampshire 
County; and Boston is in Suffolk County. The place of 
marriage is NOT a factor, so you cannot file for 
divorce in Northampton. 

The determining factor is the county where you 
and your husband last lived together, which is Suffolk 
County. As your husband still resides in Suffolk 
County, the county in which you last resided together, 
then your divorce complaint must be filed in Suffolk 
County. The place of marriage is NOT a factor, so you 
cannot file for divorce in Northampton. The determin¬ 
ing factor is the county where you and your husband 
last lived together, which is Suffolk County. As your 
husband still resides in Suffolk County, the county in 
which you last resided together, then your divorce 
complaint must be filed in Suffolk County. 

If, however, your husband moves to another coun¬ 
ty and neither of you continues to live in the county 
where you last lived together, then the divorce com¬ 
plaint can be filed in the new county in which either 
you or your husband lives.

Unmarried cohabitants may lawfully contract con¬ 
cerning property, financial, and other matters relevant 
to their relationship. Such a contract is subject to the 
rules of contract law and is valid even if expressly 
made in contemplation of a common living arrange¬ 
ment. 

Although nothing is intended to derogate from the 
clear distinction made between the legal rights of 
married and unmarried cohabitants, nor should any¬ 
thing be taken as a suggestion of intimation that the 
Judge is retreating from prior expressions regarding 
the importance of the institution of marriage and the 
strong public interest in ensuring that its integrity is 
not threatened, common law marriage in this 
Commonwealth is not recognized. 

“The principal purpose of the agreement was to 
clarify the parties’ rights with respect to the division of 
assets acquired during their relationship in the event 
that they should separate. The parties’ rights were 
established as of the date of the execution of the 
agreement in 1989. That the defendant in 1992 exer¬ 
cised his right under the agreement to request that 
the plaintiff leave the house, did not alter the terms of 
the agreement, nor did the defendant’s request estab¬ 
lish that the plaintiff’s fidelity was the sole foundation 
upon which the agreement rested." 

The Judge concluded that the plaintiff and the 
defendant were free to contract with respect to prop¬ 
erty, financial, and other matters relevant to their rela¬ 
tionship, and that the specific agreement at issue is 
valid and enforceable. It is undispputed that the par¬ 
ties, both adults, had the capacity to contract and 
understand each other’s financial worth prior to the 
execution of the agreement. Moreover, the plaintiff 
was advised to seek counsel regarding the agree¬ 
ment and chose not to do so. There was no claim of 
fraud, overreaching, or unconscionability. The plaintiff 
is employed and makes no assertion that as a result 
of the agreement, she will be unable to support her¬ 
self. The Judge found that the plaintiff was not forced 
or coerced to sign the agreement. 

Finally, the Judge noted that the plaintiff voluntarily 
entered into a relationship with the defendant, and 
continued to live with him for many years despite her 
knowledge that he was unlikely to marry her. The 
agreement she signed essentially tracked the living 
arrangement she had shared with the defendant for 
25 years, in which they maintained separate legal and 
financial identities, and did not merge their financial 
affairs. 

“Judgement is to be entered declaring the agree¬ 
ment to be valid and enforceable and disposing of the 
damages claim in the defendant’s favor."

Are you tossin’ or turnin’? Can’t get to sleep? Even 
worse, you get to sleep just fine, but wake up in an 
hour or two with 16 conversations going on in your 
head, all at the same time. Frustration is not the word 
for this experience. 

When the alarm clock goes off, perhaps you have 
just nodded off and now it is time to rise and shine. 
With a sleepless night like you just had, rising and 
shining is not about to happen. You feel exhausted 
and grumpy. You would give anything for a good 
night’s sleep.

My wife, Mary Ellen (Mellon), and I have been 
co-authors of a book about life with our second 
child, Julia Gene. We’ve chosen to share our story 
of love with you each week over these past few 
months. Only a few chapters remain. Last week, 
we wrote about the challenge of preparing a funer¬ 
al and burial service that could offer our guests 
the kind of relationship intimacy we had come to 
know with Julia. 

Chapter Nine - The Arrival Home (part three) 

Sun. - Day 13: Mellon writes: 

/ awoke still feeling numb and the awkwardness or 
not having Julia home with us. It was, as if, I was at a 
stop sign and didn’t know where to go from here. 

Kevin awoke cheerful. It was special for him to 
finally wake up having both mom and dad home 
together. His presence with himself was a “green light" 
for me to move into the uncertainty of my day. One of 
our discussions was planning his fifth birthday party 
next week. 

He was so excited and full of ideas. I almost could¬ 
n't stand being in the moment of both planning my 
daughter’s funeral and son’s birthday party. The only 
thing that helped was being able to face the life in 
each of them and in our family that was so worth cel¬ 
ebrating. 


Quilters, needleworkers, crafters... 

My, what a beautiful result from all the blood, 
sweat, and tears! The finished product was well worth 
it. How come you may be happy, but your body does¬ 
n’t feel happy? Well, let's look at the body during this 
time of intense focus. 

Do you have good posture while cutting, sewing, 
tying, and ironing? Most likely, the shoulders are high 
and hunched over; the mid-back is tight and forward; 
the head is down; the level of the arms and hands 
may be high; and the back is tense. Then, you stay in 
this position for hours on end, or until just this one 
piece is done, which leads to another hour... 

Staying in an awkward position like this for an 
expended period of time can lead to some painful 
conditions, including low back pain, mid-back pain, 
neck pain, headaches, carpal tunnel syndromes, 
shoulder discomfort, and many others, 

To avoid future problems, prevention is the key. 
First of all, take frequent breaks and stretch. Take a 
break every 30 minutes (use a timer; otherwise, the 
time will just slip by). 

Try these stretches: 

1. Stand up, put your hands behind your back, and 
pull behind you. 
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but it prepared us well for sharing Julia with everyone 
later that night. 

Mellon writes: 

Planning what to wear to my daughter’s funeral 
was a struggle for me. Black was never my color. Yet, 

I felt the strong social pull obliging me to wear black. 
This feeling extended to Kevin as well. Should I dress 
him in his blue suit, tie, and black shoes? The more I 
dwelled on this topic, the more disturbed I became. I 
knew I wanted this to be a celebration of life, and 
wearing black just didn’t make sense. 

I shared my thoughts with Dan, and he helped me 
affirm what I wanted. He supported me to really be 
true to myself. He was going to wear his comfortable 
casual shoes, a pair of dress slacks, and a white shirt 
with small red stripes. No tie or sports jacket. So, for 
the evening service I chose to wear a comfortable, 
cream-color dress I had worn to a wedding and occa¬ 
sionally for Sunday worship. For the burial site serv¬ 
ice, I went shopping and found a blue-and-white 
striped casual dress that was “me. ” 

We decided to let Kevin decide for himself what 
outfit he would wear. He decided to continue wearing 
what he already had on; namely, his white “Batman”- 
print pajama top covered by a light purple, short- 
sleeve T-shirt; a light blue “Mickey Mouse” hat; dark 
purple pants with light pink, white, and blue geometric 
designs; white socks; and his small, square-shaped, 
multicolored slip-on sneakers. His special request 
(which we granted) was to do his familiar taping on 
(with masking tape) his washable, colored Crayola 
markers (two on each wrist). Kevin’s imagination was 
always flowing. He never knew when he might met up 
with an alien attack. He was prepared for a Crayola 
counter-attack or quick sketch to pass the time. This 
was our Kevin Edward at his best! 


2. For your shoulders, raise your shoulders up, 
hold five seconds, release. 

3. For your neck, bring your chin to your chest, 
head back, bend neck side to side, then turn side to 
side. 

4. For your low back, lay on your back and bring 
your knee to your chest, lower leg, then raise the 
other knee. 


The day moved on and I realized I needed to do 
something for me. I had not yet been able to do any 
gardening. It brought me so much pleasure and 
helped me gain a real sense of having myself. A trip 
to the nursery was made and together, Kevin and I, 
planted marigolds around the mailbox and impatiens 
in the pots. Julia was with me in a very special way as 
I turned the soil and planted life in my garden. 


We made one final stop at the flower shop before 
arriving for the afternoon calling hours at the funeral 
home. Mellon ran into the store to purchase a simple, 
single, short-stem pink rose with babies’ breath. A few 
minutes later, she hurried over to the car without the 
flower. I put the window down to hear what she had to 
say. She peeked her head in and asked what I want¬ 
ed to put on the card. I turned to Kevin in the back

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From the Safe Kids Coalition... 

Avoid the summertime safety blues with these tips 


Along with more children engaging in outdoor activ¬ 
ities during the summer months, comes the increased 
risk of their being seriously injured or even killed. 
More unintentional childhood deaths and injuries 
occur between the summer months of May and 
August - what emergency room staff call “trauma sea¬ 
son" - than any other time of the year. 

"No one anticipates that a tragedy will occur during 
this fun-filled time, but summer is when children are 
pushing their abilities to the limits," said Mandi 
Summers, coordinator, Western Mass. Safe Kids 
Coalition headquartered at Baystate Medical Center 
Children’s Hospital. 

“There are simple precautions families can take to 
make their homes and communities safer for kids dur¬ 
ing the summer months and year-round,” she added. 

By putting safety first and following some important 
guidelines, you can help avoid the summertime blues 
and spare your family from needless tragedies. 

Backyard Basics 

* Make sure all fences and gates are secure, and 
fix broken rails or any protruding parts. 

* Keep garden and other tools out of children’s 
reach. 

* Lock up barbecue grills and gasoline containers. 

* If you have a pool or spa, install a four-sided 
fence that is at least five feet high. The fence should 
have a self-closing and self-latching gate. Do not use 
the exterior of the house as one side of the fence. 

* Never leave children alone near or in the pool. 

* Make sure your child drinks plenty of water to pre¬ 
vent dehydration. Periodically, bring children inside for 
a rest and a drink, especially on hot and humid days. 

* Make sure children use sunscreen of SPF 15 or 
greater, even when it is cloudy. 

Getting To Know Your Neighborhood 

* Familiarize yourself with neighborhood play 
areas. Inspect playgrounds for rusted or broken 


equipment, as well as dangerous surfaces such as 
concrete or asphalt. 

* Warn children about unacceptable play areas 
such as garages, construction sites, abandoned build¬ 
ings, railroad tracks, dumpsters, waterfronts, and 
unsupervised swimming areas. 

* Remind children to look left, right, and left again 
for traffic before and while crossing the street. Teach 
children to always cross at crosswalks. Children under 
age 10 should never cross streets alone. 

Safe And Smart Cycling 

Each year, more than 200 children ages 14 and 
under are killed, and more than 350,000 are injured in 
bicycle accidents. The majority of all bicycle fatalities 
occur between May and August. 

* Purchase an approved bicycle helmet for each 
child. Insist that they wear the helmet every time they 
go for a ride. Only purchase helmets that meet or 
exceed safety standards developed by the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission, American 
National Standards Institute (ANSI), American Society 
of Testing and Materials (ASTM), or the Snell 
Memorial Foundation. 

* Teach children safe bicycling behaviors. 
Emphasize the fact that a bicycle is a vehicle, not a 
toy. More than 80 percent of bicycle-related fatalities 
are associated with the bicyclist’s behavior, including 
riding into a street without stopping, turning left or 
swerving into traffic that is coming from behind, run¬ 
ning a stop sign, and riding against the flow of traffic. 

* Is the child’s bicycle working properly? Check to 
see if reflectors are secure, if the brakes are working 
properly, and if the bicycle stops right away. Also, 
make sure the gears shift smoothly and tires are 
secured tightly and properly inflated. Also, check to 
see if the child can completely grasp the hand brakes. 

* Familiarize yourself with the child’s bicycling envi¬ 
ronment, and encourage the child to bike in safe 
areas (such as those with bicycle paths). 


Falls 

As summer heat rises, so do windows to help cir¬ 
culate cool breezes throughout the house. Curious, 
unsuspecting children end up falling out of a window 
as a result. Contrary to a common myth, window 
screens are only designed to keep bugs out, not to 
keep children in. They can easily give way to the 
weight of a child. 

Approximately 70 percent of window fall-related 
deaths occur during the spring and summer months. 
Each year, nearly 20 children ages 10 and under die, 
and 4,700 suffer from window-related fall injuries. The 
Western Mass. Safe Kids Coalition (headquartered at 
Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital) recom¬ 
mends the following tips to protect your child from a 
window fall: 

* Unopened windows should be locked at all times. 

* Make sure windows are secure by using window 
guards on all windows (ground floor and up), except 
for windows that are designed as emergency fire 
exits. Windows that are opened only five inches pose 
a danger to children ages 10 and under. 

* Keep furniture, especially beds, away from win¬ 
dows. Children are tempted to climb on furniture to 
reach windows. 

* Keep draperies and window cords out of chil¬ 
dren’s reach. Tie or hang cords at or near the top of 
window coverings. Cut the cords and retro-fit them 
with special tassels. Children may be able to use dan¬ 
gling cords to hoist themselves up to a window. 
Dangling window cords are also a safety hazard 
because of the danger of strangulation. 

“The Safe Kids Coalition urges you to follow these 
tips on childhood injury prevention to ensure this sum¬ 
mer is both a safe and happy one for you and your 
children,” said Mandi Summers, coordinator, Western 
Mass. Safe Kids Coalition.

"We are not too loud and 
we play music the crowd can sing to as well.” 

“They are right on the money with every single 
song they play,” Girard said. 

Wolk said he started playing with his acoustic gui¬ 
tarist and lead vocalist about four months ago. 

“We clicked immediately," Wolk said. “Our styles 
are not necessarily the same, I like a lot of funky and 
technical rock, while Dan’s influence is more of the 
straight rock sound. Even though we have some dif¬ 
ferences as far as music goes, we mesh very well 
together." 

“We have definite chemistry!" Dan Loubier, Side 
Project’s guitarist and lead vocalist agreed. 

“We try to play two or three originals every Friday 
night, but Dan does most of the song writing,” Wolk 
said. 

One of their originals is titled Next Time and it’s a 
song Loubier wrote about a friend who was killed in a 
motorcycle accident a few years ago, Wolk said. 

The song is a combination of friendship, loss, faith

and healing, Wolk said. 

“I wrote Next Time about a year ago after the death 
of a friend,” Loubier said. “I was having these dreams 
about the accident and when they stopped haunting 
me, I wrote the song.” 

“This song was healing and was the first song I 


wrote that was positive and it wasn’t until I started 
playing with Mike when I realized how much I like 
playing it,” Loubier said. 

Loubier said his influence of music comes from a 
collection of music he grew up listening to, such as 
grunge and rock music, including Pearl Jam and 
Nirvana.

PISANO - from Page 31 
film. 

Finally, this film does present a timeless theme 
which always proves to be a fine conclusion to any 
film. The theme here is about determination and love. 
The message is that with love and devotion, seem¬ 
ingly insurmountable odds can be overcome. Maybe a 
bit hokey by today’s film standards, but this reviewer 
knows that such themes are sadly missed in modern 
films. 4 STARS. 

* “Benji”: 1974. Rated G. 

Undisputedly, one of the most loved pooches ever 
to emerge from the silver screen is Benji. His self- 
titled motion picture debut tells the relatively simple 
story of a dog’s rescue of two kidnapped children. 

There are numerous reasons why this film is so 
appealing. The most intriguing of these reasons is the 
intense emotional involvement of the audience. 
Cleverly, director Joe Camp achieves this involvement 
from the exploitation of a very elementary (and virtu¬ 
ally universal) feeling that most people have towards 
the family pup. This feeling is the tendency of dog 
owners to treat their pets as a person. In this film, the 
dog does some very human-like things. So, this per¬ 
sonification of a dog creates some very tense 
moments in the film when Camp places Benji in some 
hazardous situations. As a result of these moments, 


the audience is hooked and emotionally involved in 
the story. 

Some very touching underlying themes are also 
subtly conveyed, making this a fine film for the young¬ 
sters, too. Such themes include love, devotion, and 
loyalty ... all of which are personified in the character 
of Benji and, oftentimes, serve as the dog’s motivation 
for risking his life to save the children. 

“Benji" is a wholesome film that is great fun for the 
whole family. The simple story is enhanced by care¬ 
fully inserted and particularly emotional involvement. 
Furthermore, the fine themes embodied in the main 
character of Benji make this film endure 27 years after 
it’s release. 4 STARS. 

* “Beethoven”: 1992. Rated PG. 

Okay, Benji was a petite little mutt and Lassie was 
a gorgeous collie. How in the world then could an 
enormous, drooling, and mischievous Saint Bernard 
possibly touch the hearts of moviegoers? I have a the¬ 
ory. 

This film plays like a typical comedy in that there 
are witty remarks, exagerrated situations, and a 
humorous (but less-than-friendly) relationship 
between the dog and star Charles Grodin’s character. 
This scenario lends itself to a common filmmaking 
device known as a role reversal, in which Grodin’s 
character goes from despising the dog to loving him 


by film’s end. This winning formula aids in the bond 
that the audience feels with the family as well as 
Beethoven. Of course, we have the universal dog-hat¬ 
ing bad guy who wants nothing more than to destroy 
the dog. 

Although this film is clearly classified in the come¬ 
dy genre, there are moments of surprisingly success¬ 
ful drama that perfectly complement the humor and, 
simultaneously, make it more impactful. Quite possi¬ 
bly the funniest scene involves Beethoven and a gang 
of other dogs who apprehend the bad guys. This 
scene is sure to have the whole family laughing. 

So, with a fine performance by Grodin, impressive 
animal training, and a story that perfectly balances 
humor and drama, we have ourselves a fun film that 
belongs anywhere but in the doghouse! 3 STARS.

National champ on uneven bars... 

College Division I gymnastics powers 
courting Lauren Powell of Feeding Hills 


Lauren Powell of Feeding Hills is one of the top 
female gymnasts in the entire state although she 
doesn't even participate on the high school circutt. 

In May, she took first place on the bars at the pres¬ 
tigious Junior Olympic Championships in Eugene. 
Oregon. It was a meet for level 10 athletes who had 
qualified through State and Regional competition. The 
competition was held at the University of Oregon. 

Powell, who will be a senior at Agawam High 
School this fall, scored a 9.625 in the Senior B divi¬ 
sion, which included the uneven bars. She was also 
15th on the vault. Powell ended up 34th in the all- 
around with a 36.425. She represents the Tim Daggett 
Gold Medal Gymnastics of Agawam and is coached 
by Marlyce Mancini. 

Recently, we caught up with Powell during a work¬ 
out at Daggett’s, which is an impressive place - it’s the 
size of an airplane hangar with every kind of state-of- 
the-art equipment imaginable that makes it more like 
gymnastic heaven. 

Powell will be 17 soon. She has been involved in 
gymnastics since she was three-years-old. 

“I think I’ve always had the athletic ability for the 
sport. I was always climbing on things since I can 
remember. My upper body strength was always there. 
When I was very young, a nurse was giving me a bath 
and according to her, I did a back flip. She was really 
impressed.” 

Powell loves the sport, but it hasn’t been easy.

During the summer she practices six hours a day, six 
days a week at Daggett’s. 

The school year is almost as grueling, with a four- 
to five-hour a day, six-day regimen with two hours a 
week of ballet thrown in. 

As she showed in Oregon, the bars are her 
strongest event. When we saw her at Daggett’s, she 
was working out on them and made one of the tough¬ 
est venues look easy. "I don’t know why it’s the bars 
so much. I think they always came easier to me than 
the other events (vault, beam, floor). 

“I enjoyed Oregon, but it was very intense and a lit¬ 
tle nerve-wracking. There were a lot of college coach¬ 
es there, all watching the competition,” she told us. 

For good reason, level 10 is the nurturing ground 
for future gymnastics stars. And Powell has drawn a 
great deal of attention from some of the top-notch col¬ 
lege gymnastics programs in the country. Originally, 
eight schools, all in Division I, were interested. 

But NCAA rules said she could only visit six. So 
she narrowed the list down to the five that interested 
her the most - the University of Georgia, Arizona 
State, Ohio State, the University of Florida, and 
Minnesota. They are Division I schools that are con¬ 
sistently among the top 12 in America. She has plans 
to visit all of them. The schools will pay for the trip. 

“I’ve already met the coaches. Now I’d like to spend 
some time with the athletes and get their input on 
things,” she said. 


Wherever she ends up, it will be a full-boat deal. 
She says she will make a decision by October. 

With all the work, years put in, and top competition 
under her belt, you'd think Powell might have Olympic 
aspirations. “Not right now. I want to concentrate on 
college and see how I do there. My goals are to 
become an All-American and make the Nationals.” 

There is one level above the level Powell is at - the 
Elites. “I could make it to there, but the travel would 
interfere with college and I don’t want to do that at this 
point in my career,” she noted. 

Powell has traveled around to attend the meets, 
including Las Vegas and Oregon. There is a big invi¬ 
tational meet coming up at Springfield College in the 
fall which she’ll attend. Competition after that will be 
decided by Coach Mancini, who has been Powell’s 
mentor and traveling partner for a year-and-a-half. 

Because of her talent level, Powell never partici¬ 
pated in high school gymnastics. She described the 
difference between high school gymnastics and level 
10. "High school is more laid back. And many of the 
kids are very talented. They just don’t practice all the 
time, all year long.” 

She is the daughter of Jim and Barbara Powell. Jim 
is the former American International College men’s 
basketball coach, former assistant coach for the 
NBA’s Vancouver Grizzlies, and a current scout for the 
NBA’s Indiana Pacers. 


Agawam Youth Football Assoc, seeks coaches for 2001 season 


The Agawam Warriors’ Youth Football program is 
seeking volunteer coaches for the fall 2001 season.

Agawam fields two teams in each division for a total 
of six teams. Each team needs a head coach and sev¬ 
eral assistants. 

Currently, we have 26 coaches, five of whom have 
no children still playing in the program. 

The season starts August 1st with the training 
camp (practices four nights per week), and it extends 


through an eight-game season. Games start the 
Sunday after Labor Day and run for eight consecutive 
Sundays through the end of October. 

Games are held at Memorial Field behind Phelps 
School, near the Agawam Little League fields. Once 
school starts, practice is reduced to three nights a 
week.

Brownie girls send Cathedral 
team to its first loss, 3-0

On Tuesday evening (July 24th), in what was pos¬ 
sibly their best game of the season (on both sides of 
the ball), the Agawam Bruno’s girls’ summer soccer 
team bageled previously unbeaten Cathedral, 3-0, at 
Kiley Junior High Field in Springfield in the Pioneer 
Valley summer soccer league. 

The Brownies went to 8-1-2. Cathedral went to 10- 
1. Agawam would have one game left, against Central 
at their place on Thursday, July 26th (presstime). 
They beat the Golden Eagles, 5-1, in the first game of 
the season. 

This game was the climax of everything you are 
supposed to do right on a soccer field - like the final 
test on what Coach Ed Santaniello had been teaching 
the kids since things started back on June 18th. 

Both teams were a little tentative at the beginning 
on this sultry summer night, and it showed with a few 
minutes of midfield soccer. Then the summer 
Panthers broke into the Agawam Bruno’s zone. The 
summer Brownie “D,” led by sweeper Amanda Blair 
and defender Alison Siedlik (who played a very phys¬ 
ical game), was up to the challenge. With 3:30 gone, 
Cathedral got off its first shot - a high-riser from the 
right side. Vicky Taylor, in goal for this one, used her 
height to make a leaping save. 

Midfielder Lauren Peltier and striker Amanda Janik 
led Agawam Bruno’s back with a drive up the middle. 

It resulted in a free kick for Janik. But her shot, sailed 
wide left. 

However, with nine minutes gone, Agawam (on a 
right-wing rush) would not be denied, as Peltier took a 
lead pass from Elise Davilli and drove the ball home 
from 30 yards out for a 1-0 summer Brownie lead. 

Cathedral didn’t come into the game unbeaten for 
no reason and came back big-time on a left-wing 
attack. But once again, the summer Brownie defense 
- featuring Kara Powell (who will only be an eighth- 
grader this fall), midfielder Jill Lawson, stopper 
Danielle Cirillo, and defender Kim Hoague - marked 
well and never gave the Panther shooters a good 
opportunity to get off quality shots. 

It was obvious that the goal had juiced up the 
Agawam offense. Janik had another free kick 15 min¬ 
utes in. This time, it was hard and right on, but the 
Panthers’ goalie, Elissa Robinson, made the save. 

Cathedral tried to jack up its offense, but they had 
a tough time getting the ball across midfield thanks to 
the hustling play of Siedlik, Blair, Powell, and Cirillo. 

Despite the fact that the Panthers were spending 
more time in the Brownies’ zone, they were not getting 
their shots. Agawam, however, was slowly finding the 
range. 

With 14 minutes to go, Agawam had another goal 
right in its sights. Megan Gloster had a shot from 35 
yards out (with the upper right-hand corner wide 
open) and aimed for it. The ball hit the crossbar and 
ran down the right post. A foot lower (because the 
shot beat Robinson) and it hits the back of the net. But 
in Santaniello’s game plan - which says shoot it when 
you have the chance - it was the right idea. 

Cathedral was awarded a free kick with seven min¬ 
utes to go. But the shot never got near Taylor, as it 
was blocked and cleared by midfielder Tory Lyons. 

Agawam Bruno’s was swarming the Panthers’ 
zone with three minutes left. Janik had the shot and 
took it 20 yards out on the left point. It was another 
“could have been” deal. She had the right corner 
open, but just missed it by two feet. 

Lawson did not miss when the ball came to her 20 
seconds later. She launched from 25 yards out on the 
left wing and beat Robinson to the right corner for a 2- 
0 summer Brownie lead. 

As time was running down, Cathedral had one final 
opportunity on a right-corner kick. But the shot was 
blocked by Peltier before it ever had a chance to 
reach the Brownies’ goal. 

The half ended 2-0, summer Brownies. They had 
six shots on goal. The Panthers checked in with two, 
which was a credit to the Agawam defenders.

Agawam Bruno’s didn’t waste any time when the 
second 35 minutes started. They had a throw-in from 
the left wing. The ball flew right in front of the 
Panthers’ net, where it was kicked around in the dust 
by Meaghan Brown and Erin Gloster.

Varying your practice... 

It is sensible to break up your practice session if 
you feel yourself entering a rut. Although practice 
should be with purpose, it should also be enjoyable to 
get the most out of the game. 

Varying the type of shots you attempt to hit will also 
enable you to try out new ideas. Try moving a few 
shots from right to left and then some the other way. 
Hit some shots high over an imaginary tree and oth¬ 
ers low as if into a headwind. It will also help if you try 
to visualize targets or particular hazards to be avoid¬ 
ed, such as trees on the right or a pond on the left. 

By developing a full range of shots on the practice 
ground, you will find yourself far better equipped to 
deal with a difficult situation on the course. Imagining 
targets is of far more use than just hitting shots aim¬ 
lessly into an empty field. 

How many players have been heard to say, "I can 
play so well in practice, so why can’t I put it together 
on the course?” 

This can be attributed largely to the fact that they 
either practice without objectives, or they see a haz¬ 
ard on the course that was not there on the practice 
gorund and go to pieces. 

By picturing these hazards on the range and prac¬ 
ticing the shots to cope with them, you are giving 
yourself a much improved chance of scoring well on 
the course.
